@ Letters began to pour in regarding the 
value of the minute of angle (MOA) 
method of computing aggregates. J. 
B. Sweany, famous for the invention of 
his group measuring instrument, put it 
this way, “If you shoot a one inch 
group at 100 yards and a two inch 
group at 200 yards you have shot 
close to one MOA. But if you add the 
1”. and 2” groups and divide by two 
(then the current practice), you get 
1-1/2”. Does this mean you shot 1-1/2 
MOA? Where? 


@ Crawf Hollidge started to crank out his 
monthly column titled “Stool Shootin’ 
Stuff’ using Ernest Stuhlschuter as 
his pen name. In his opening piece he 
discussed the highlights of several 
days worth of chronograph tests on 
the 219 Don., covering the effects of 
bullets, powders, primers and thrown 
versus weighed charges. 


@ Ted Holmes, Mattoon, Illinois sparked 
the development and construction of 
the Windsor Rod and Gun Club to pro- 
vide more benchrest shooting in the 
area. In late 1954 he bought the busi- 
ness and equipment of Robert Sherer, 
South Whitley, Indiana. Holmes then 
hired Bob to work for him in his new 
shop.

@ Ed McNally blasted off his 1955 presi- 
dency, calling for more members, 
matches at 300 yards and/or 300 
meters and benchrest competition for 
varmint and hunting rifles. He sug- 
gested that clubs formulate their own 
rules for these proposed classes so 
that the Association could sort out 
their experiences, come up with a set 
of uniform rules, establish national 
competition and maintain group and 
aggregate records. He figured that the 
introduction of varmint rifles into 
benchrest shooting would double or 
triple membership, put the knowledge 
of benchrest precision to practical use 
and generate many more heavy gun 
shooters. Looking back 25 years we 
find his first two hopes came true, but 
alas the program did not increase the 
heavy gun clan.

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Clean That 
Barrel 


by Bob Hart 


The importance of properly cleaning a 
target or benchrest rifle barrel can not 
be emphasized enough. The following 
information is based on actual tests and 
observations of stainless steel barrels 
but the writer believes that it applies to 
all barrels. 

When a barrel is new or in good condi- 
tion it should be cleaned every 15 shots 
or oftener. The procedure | have used 
with good success is as follows: Use a 
plastic covered ramrod (be very sure to 
keep the rod clean and free from grit) 
and begin by dipping a brass wire brush 
in a bottle of Hoppies No. 9 and passing 
it through the bore about 5 times in both 
directions; no harm is done by pushing 
the brush out the muzzle and bringing it 
back in again. The wire brush should fit 
the bore rather tight to insure a good 
scrubbing. Check brush regularly for 
wear; after considerable use they 
usually shed bristles on one side and the 
bore can be damaged if the steel wire 
core of the brush is allowed to contact 
the bore. Follow the brushing with three 
patches to completely dry out the bore. 
Never shoot a barrel when wet with oil or 
cleaning fluid; it causes excessive pres- 
sures and may harm the barrel. The 
above procedure should be followed 
during the shooting period and when the 
shooting is completed clean as outlined 
above with this addition: wet the bore 
with Hoppies No. 9 on the brush and 
leave it wet until it is used again. This 
will give the chemicals a chance to dis- 
solve the copper fouling from the bore. 
The Hoppies and fouling in the bore may 
become dry or sticky if the gun is not 
used for 3 or 4 days or longer so it 
follows that a fresh wet brushing should 
be done before drying out for shooting. 

Always clean a rifle from the breech if 
possible. 

An actual test was made to see if a 
barrel could be harmed by the above 
procedure. Excessive brushing was

Yardage letters, ID numbers, gradua- 
tion lines on scopes become discolored 
in time by dirt, grease and grime. To get 
them nice and white again, first scrub 
them with a toothbrush and solvent to 
remove most of the crud, then rub them 
generously in all directions with a white 
china marking pencil or crayon, finally 
wiping off the excess. The same trick 
can be used to fill in hard to see number 
and letter stampings on barrels, actions 
etc. 


done and cleaning frequency was in- 
creased, the barrel was inspected 
thoroughly during its life and no damage 
from cleaning was found. To get con- 
tinued and maximum accuracy from a 
barrel IT MUST BE KEPT CLEAN. Some 
calibers may not lose accuracy as 
quickly as others but eventually it will 
take its toll. 

When a barrel becomes worn and 
begins to lose accuracy it can usually be 
detected immediately after cleaning. If a 
varying number (depending on barrel 
condition) of fouling shots are fired and 
accuracy improves reduce cleaning to 
every 25 or 30 shots. This is a crutch to 
complete a match with and it would be 
well to have this barrel inspected for 
condition. 

A ramrod guide that extends the full 
length of the action is a help in that it 
reduces the chance of gouging the bore 
and keeps solvents and dirt from getting 
into the trigger mechanism. 

A properly cleaned barrel will increase 
your confidence in your rifle and confi- 
dence is a must to be a winner.

Benchrest Feature

GTB: 

In the May ‘79 issue of P.S. we 
reviewed Bob Cauterucio’s GTB bullet 
line and reported on shop bench checks 
of the 6mm bullets in 63 and 68 grains. 
During the past shooting season, these 
bullets have been shot in practice and 
matches along with the .224” and .308 
bullets. GTB bullets have proven them- 
selves to me, and several other shooters. 
They have been used by our editor, 
Ritchie Moorhead, and his performance 
with these bullets can be checked in 
match reports. 

GTB bullets are made in custom dies 
by Pindell and Rorschach. Bob is con- 
tinually trying to make a better bullet. 
For example: he wasn’t happy about the 
quality of lead wire he could get for 
bullet cores, so he started to make his 
own. His setup could extrude enough for 
most of his needs but fell short when the 
demand went up. In a phone call he told 
me that he is reworking this setup and 
will shortly increase his output by six 
times. When this is completed he will 
make the lead wire available for home 
bullet making. Wire will not be put on 
spools but supplied in straight lengths of 
any reasonable length requested. He will 
be ready to go with this in a few months 
so watch these pages for availability and 
prices if you are interested. The impor- 
tant factors of purity, uniform density 
and diameter of wire that go into 
bullets has been brought up a number of 
times in this column. It contributes to top 
quality match bullets. 


B-Square: 

Dan Bechtel, Mr. B-Square, has come 
up with another handy little tool that ev- 
ery gunsmith and small shop with a 
grinder or drill press will find helpful in- 
deed, The Blade Maker. This is a jig 
which clamps to a bench grinder tool 
rest or drill press table and makes possi- 
ble the grinding of any size screwdriver 
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blade or brings those worn and broken 
numbers around the shop back to new 
condition. It works like a charm. A while 
back | had a Browning Broadway that 
needed take-down for cleaning. It had 
all those nice looking and troublesome 
thin slotted screws. The Blade Maker 
fashioned a blade for a perfect fit in 
short order and the screws were 
removed without burrs. | suspect this 
was a first for me. Worn blades were 
reworked to new condition while | was at 
it. The secret to getting a good working 
blade is to keep the grinding passes 
small and cool, which prevents pulling 
the proper temper from the blade. 
Special non-standard slots can be fitted 
with little trouble. 

Another new item from B-Square is 
called the Bedding Checker. It works 
somewhat different than those used in 
the past. They fastened a dial indicator 
to the barrel and indicated against the 
stock and checked the bedding 
physically applying pressure on the bar- 
rel, observing the degree of displace- 
ment from zero. This system was 
developed by the late Bob Hart and is 
very effective after some level of ex- 
perience. 

The Bedding Checker consists of a 
bar which holds a dial indicator at one 
end and mounts in the scope rings. The 
indicator makes contact with the barrel. 
The rifle is then fired. If the bedding is 
something other than perfect the dial in- 
dicator will show the degree of changing 
pressure. In use | found that | couldn't 
prove much of anything on a benchrest 
rifle stocked in a fiberglass stock with 
the action glued in and free floating bar- 
rels. It did, however, verify that Hart and 
McMillan barrels don’t move around 
from shot to shot or that a barrel has to 
be much over hand tight in the action. 
When checking conventional bedding 
and wood stocked rifles it was quite a 
different story. 


The Bedding Checker was mounted 


on a wood stocked rifle, a .243 
Winchester that has never shown a great 
deal of acceptable performance regard- 
less of reloads, rebedding and other at- 
tempts to improve it. After three shots 
with the B-Square Checker installed, the 
indicator was moving all over the place 
to a different place after each shot. This 
short test proved that this rifle is very ill 
and further investigation is in order. 


Mackert Bullet Gages: 

John Mackert gave me chance to try 
his bullet gages this past summer. They 
are used to check bullets for base to 
point uniformity, ogive to base and total 
length checks. They are made in .224, 
6mm and .308 sizes, are only one inch 
long and .375”’ in diameter. They take up 
little room in the shooting box. With a 
micrometer or calipers bullets can be 
checked at a very acceptable rate.

On our cover we are featuring a 
shooter who has set two Varmint records 
during the 1979 season. Mr. Ed. Goff is 
the current holder of two Varmint 
records; one for group and one for ag- 
gregate. 

On July 1, 1979 Ed put together a .161 
200 yard Light Varmint group record. It 
was a beautiful target with a nice round 
hole in it. Keeping his good streak going 
he fired a new Heavy Varmint 100 & 200 
yard Grand Aggregate record at Council 
Cup on September 29 & 30, 1979. His 
new record of .2388 replaces a .2491 
fired in 1965. 

To establish both of these records Ed 
used his 6PPC Sporter which is built on 
a Remington 600 action with Atkinson 
barrel and Pindell gunsmithing. Fred 
Sinclair did the stock work and the rifle 
carries a Lyman-Siebert 30X scope. The 
load is 28 gr. of H-322 in Sako cases with 
Hollister 68 gr. bullets and Federal 205M 
primers. Ed makes a pretty fair case for 
the one rifle shooter as he handles his 
Sporter well at all times.

Winter Meeting of I.B.S. 


(Continued) 


Next was a report by the recording 
secretary which usually included results 
of the ballot for election. This has been 
invalidated because of an error in mail- 
ing the ballots. There will be a new ballot 
in the December issue. This has to be 
returned to the recording secretary by 
Dec. 31, 1979. The reason being that the 
rule book states new officers should be 
installed by January 1, 1980. 

Special Committees: A committee was 
appointed last year at the annual meet- 
ing to report on what to do about atten- 
dance at the Winter Meeting. Mike 
Walker was chairman and gave his re- 
port. Recommendations were: 1. 
Change the name from ‘Winter Meet- 
ing” to “IBS Annual Convention.” 

a. A convention committee, chosen 
by the President, should arrange 
for as many exhibitors as possible 
— related to Benchrest shooting. 

b. The committee should pick a spot 
where an exhibit, and possibly a 
banquet, can be held. 

c. Door prizes for both men and 
women should be planned. 

d. A budget should be approved for 
running the convention, including 
the above. 

e. Convention badges should be 
issued so that exhibits are limited 
and voting members can be iden- 
tified. This may require two types of 
colors for badges, voting — non- 
voting. 

f. Rules should be issued regarding 
the complete firearms exhibited, 
i.e., all firearms should be delivered 
to the exhibit hall in hard boxes & 

without operable firing mechan- 
isms. 

2. Give the shooters and members 

present a voice in the proceedings by: 

a. Changing the by-laws if necessary 
to force all directors to bring 
signed proxies from the shooters 
they represent. 

b. Change the voting to all those pre- 
sent at the meeting plus a count of 
the proxies in the hands of the 
Directors. 

c. All shooters and members who do 
not attend, and are not club mem- 
bers, should mail their proxies, i.e., 
Council Cup, Johnstown or Main- 
ville. Since we publish the agenda 
three months in advance of the 
meeting, a system of voting by 
proxy could work very well. If it 
seems necessary to limit the voting 
to shooters this can be done also. 
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d. If the Board of Directors feels that 
some division in the issues to be 
voted between Directors of clubs 
and shooters would be desirable 
this could be done without too 
much difficulty. 


Comments 

The President will need to appoint a 
“Working” Committee to take care of all 
convention procedures. The choice of 
the city or town where the convention is 
held will need to be done carefully in 
order to insure that the proper facilities 
are available. It might also be pointed 
out that we should not hold a convention 
in any town or city where anti-hunting or 
anti-gun groups are active. If we want 
the convention to be a real success, the 
approved budget should be as much as 
IBS can afford annually. 

Bob White stated that those points 
were well taken. Bob intends to take ac- 
tion on members voting. Many com- 
ments were heard from members in at- 
tendance. 

Nominating Committee: Chairman 
Lloyd Richards gave the report: the new 
ballot in the December issue of P.S. will 
have the same candidates as the pre- 
vious ballot. In addition there will be 1st. 
V.P. added if the agenda item from last 
year is passed. Bob White will appoint a 
new committee for next year as Lloyd 
Richards has resigned. Milan Skodacek 
volunteered to be chairman and Paul 
Kempfer and Paul Olewine were re- 
tained. 

Measuring Committee: Chairman 
Lloyd Richards reported that many 
records were broken. One thing in favor 
of this committee is that all 3 members 
live close by which speeds up measur- 
ing. 

Awards Committee: Chairman Gary 
Ocock reported that the top 20 patches 
for the 3-gun have been mailed out. The 
only problems are match results are not 
being received and the traveling plaque 
has been lost in the mail. (there is a 
tracer on it) He is in the process of 
replacing it with the retired experimental 
plaque. There has been renewed interest 
in the Precision Rifleman award and 
match results are needed for this. It was 
requested by many members that the re- 
quirements for this award should be 
printed in P.S.. 

International Committee: Rick 
Hornbeck reported that his main objec- 
tive for this year of office was to affiliate 
West Germany and France with IBS. This 


has been done. He listed members as 
being: Rick Hornbeck, IBS chairman; 
Peter Hammerich, West Germany; 
George Cunnington, France; Wayne 
Tubman, BRSA; Alberto Midili, AITBR; 
and Ron Marsden, Australia. Postal 
matches this year cost $161.04. There 
are 273 postal match medallions on 
hand and they should last many years. 
New potential growth areas are the 
Netherlands, Belgium, and Finland. A 
couple of other projects in the works are 
IBS world record procedures for our 
contemporaries and other affiliated 
countries submitting records to our 
record committee for possible recogni- 
tion. We will also be considering records 
for metric. Last year there were discus- 
sions on some of the problems on mov- 
ing targets around from other countries, 
and their rules. Procedures that would 
be allowed for foreign countries holding 
registered matches to submitting 
records to IBS records committee are: 
any group or aggregate listed in the cur- 
rent IBS rule book, section 3, may be ap- 
plied for. When an affiliated country 
determines that a possible new world 
record target, or aggregate, has been 
fired they may submit those targets to 
the IBS record committee chairman. 2 
copies of the enclosed sample form shall 
be completed and signed by the affili- 
ated organization record chairman, or 
his delegate. (Rick suggests that if 
metric records are accepted, the agg. or 
group would have to be .030 better than 
the previous record) The requirements 
are: Countries must be fully affiliated 
with IBS. The competitor must be in 
good standing with the affiliated 
organization, or member of IBS or 
another affiliated country. All rules and 
equipment limitations in the current rule 
book must be met. The possible world 
record form must be completed and 
signed. If it is decided not to go metric 
there is a capability for measuring those 
targets in metric and converting them 
into yards. 

Public Relations and Liaison Commit- 
tee: Bob White had nothing to report as 
there was no formal liaison. 

Cooling off Committee: Chairman 
Clyde Hart suggested no committee is 
needed for this. If the need arises the 
President will appoint a new committee. 

Powder Puff Committee: No members 
were present: the same committee was 
retained for next year. 

Old business was called for, and there 
was none. No new business was dis- 
cussed.
